As far as we 
have bpen able to iiain-M- the opinions of those 
who heard that b<>autifu! tribute to the two men 
whose mighty song ushered in the ninteenth cen- 
tury, It u .is ail Uia* the hijjhest expectations had 
anticipated. Dr. Holmes dealt with Bynm and 
Moore as poets and paid but little »*»fntiim to 
tho minute details of tbeir Urm as wmt. It is 

t cult to (lothU witbByroftfforlMuapartof 
poetry. He is M eoBpMdy iBtwwoven 
with »U hi$pp^glmlmu4 ylailorn, rioom 
ud MiMtiM,!^ no Mortal poww emn disjoin 
tko ineorpontfon. For this reason Dr. Holmes 
tMkhia iqi as a child, pointed oat his essential 
hereditary forces, his dane^erous and fatal train- 
ing in the hands of a heedless nurse and a ca- 
pricious, fitful, high-tempered, and ill-iroverned 
mother. He traced his early poetic life and 
rendered a fitting tribute to that mighty burst of 
poetic passion and indignation, known as the 
'•E.'iiTlish Bards and Scotch Reviewers." From 
these scenes he passed to the triumphant advent 
of Childe Harold, which at one* achieved a 
literary success that has been penlleled but 
once. 

Of the fieMral ftetorei of Byroo's genlos, 
Dr. Bobsesaademany beaotifal sketches. He 
Madpred a noUe end a trathfol tribute lo him 
m • werdHUrter, in which Byron most assured- 
ly has had but one rival in the English language, 
and that rival is Shakespeare. His spirit groan- 
ed over the inadequacy of words to express the 
mighty impulses of his c.-eative genius. The 
ocean in its storm-, its sleep, its mountain bil- 
lows and il.- moaiiing surgesj the storm among 
Alpine pealis a.- d crags, with the live light- 
'ijM^ leaping from crag to crag, or the deep 
tl^^era reverberating througji the valky^ the 
deep or the turbulent paasioBsof hooiaaity, ha> 
tred of oppression, ami love of liberty, or the 
ceviviicatiOD of daarie lore were the elements 
which the ga ii a s of Byron loved to play, 
• and In these, as a whale, he has had no rival. 
Dr. Holmes ralwrad to the eevere but truthful 
judgment of JeAqropoa Byronic poetry, but 
the genius of Byron wrung reluctant praise 
even from Jeffrey. He very properly consid- 
ered Byron's comparison of the features of a 
corpse, b^inning with 

••He that hath beat him o'er the dead, , 
■tc the last ray of lite has Bed." 

totheriiores of Greece, as the most perfectly 
beautiful simile in Ei.gJish jioetry. 

Dr. Holmes conuemiipd Don . uan in severe 
terms, but it is so full of the highest elements of 
Byron'i genius that it will live as long as any- 
thing he has written. 

The prose compositions. of Byrou were psisod 
in review by the lecturer, aad anay of their 
mawkish arid ungainly phra8es,eMdliiY as they 
did of Tom CriVs boxing lessons, were jaitly 
These thi^p are the Boie onpar.

His 
iottv to the edifeK of **Mj Grandmother's Re- 
view—the BritiskP*ie one of the most inimita- 
hU cmnpositions of its kind in the English lan- 
gaage. The very deviltry of Byron's mischief 
rollicks and prances in that letter in the habili- 
ments of the purest English. 

Holmes very truly said, that, though By- 
ron^d had a host of imitators, no one had 
achieved success in his department. No one of 
his imitators has been able to handle his Aran- 
der. Those who have attempted it soeeeeded 
in making ezploileH, hflt Ihif iMk place in 
tbeir own hands. 

There were fMr Who kwd Ihe pediaa of the 
lecture allotted U Bftm who did not find their 
kMWledfe and apprecMioB «f the poet greatly 



magnified, and we cordially thr<.r:k Dr. Holmes 
for the large enjoyment he ministered to us. 

Dr. Holmes was able to deal with Moore as a 
poet, in a great degree, without descending much 
into his private life^ But there were two points 
in Moore's private history that Dr. Holmes very 
properly appreciated: the perfection of his Bar 
ital and filial affection^ These are, indeed, sofli 
cient to make as forget many of thooe phases of 
Moore's history that wiU not bear inspection. 
There is one other trait in Moore that deserves 
to be well-remembered — ^bis sturdy independence 
in the misfortunes which his Bermuda official 
life entailed upon him. When fortune whistled 
him down the tide, he deteiiained alone to work 
his bark agaiait the current, and he achietad 
success. 

Upon the merits of Moore's poetic gifts. Dr. 
Holmes was very happy. He seemed to us to 
seize upon the principal points of Moore's poet- 
ry with a rare and felicitous liia^riff tintting 
judgment He was unquestionably tiie greatest 
master of grace, melody, and fimey that has 
ever lived. Nay, it was not an ertravagant 
judgment on the part of Dr. Hohnes to say, that 
there was probably more melody and fancy in 
Moore's poetry than in all the other English 
poets together. This is saying a great deal when 
we think of Milton, but we beU-n e if is true. 
The very spirit of music lives in Moorr's poetry; 
it even breathes audibly in his most savage po- 
litical satires, but it seems to walk as a creator 
in the Irish and Hebrew melodies. He recog- 
nised this as the deathless feature of his poetry, 
when, ui)on hearing one of his melodies reecho- 
ed from a bugle in the mountains of Killarney:

Moore's poetry is a world of grace, fancy, 
and melody that is so full of sparkling gems that 
the eye grows weary with looking upon them. 
Dr. Holmes beautifully expressed the thought 
that so constantly does the genius of Moore 
challenge our admiration, that admiration giow^ 
weary in the incessant exercise. His fancy was 
so rich ai d exuberant that he loaded with this 
gift everything he touched, whether it was 
"Lalla Rookh," "The Life of Sheridan," "The 
Loves of ttie Angels," or "The Epicurean." 
But Moore's gems of fancy are among the rich- 
est and purest of their kmd in the language. 
We know of nothing in its way so beautf ul, 
chaste, and pure as the description of the Snow- 
Spirit: 

The di.wn froabU viagii aa white ai the paari 

Thy lips from tbeir aaUnctsiolc, 

And It falU OB the green earth as aaWaikMLAL - 

At a murmur cf thlae on the sool! ^ 

The lecturer truly compared Moore'ft profiise 
displays of this gift fo the profodon <d the 
Queen of the Fairies, as she moves in her char- 
iot throoi^ her stately palace, and lavishes 
beauty and wealth upon all her votaries. 

But we cannot dwell upon the theme, further 
than to say that we have never heard a liner 
tribute to the poetic merits of Moore than that 
uttered by his brother poet— Dr. Holmes. 

Ihe requiem to the memory of Moore, with 
which the lecture closed, was not only worthy 
of the subject, but it is in the highest degree 
worthy the poetical reputation of Dr. Holmes.

To bestow special praise upon any animal, or 
class, I should be at a loss to determine where 
to begin, when all were models of beauty and 
perfection. The horses in harness, and partic- 
ularly matched horses, were objects of much 
admiration. But to my fancy, the most interest- 
ing animals that entered the ring during the day 
was mare colts, under one year old. There 
were fourteen entries, and mare heaatifhl ani- 
mals I challenge the worid to prodaee. Al- 
thongh there were aiight showers during the af- 
twBoon, yeetttday was decidedly pleasant. 

In ay letter of Thesday, I alluded to some 
Ihreshiing Machines and Seperators on the 
grounds. I have since taken an opportunity to 
examine them more fully. Th,-y are of the 
style which produced such a censa'iou in Paris. 
Those I noticed were of two sizes, manufactur- 
ed by Owens, Lane, Dyer, of Hamilton, O. 
The large one is on wheels, and is intended for 
neighborhood work, going from farm to farm. 
It is said to thresh, and perfectly cleam, at ome op- 
eration, from 400 to 600 bushels per day. The 
small oneia just what is wanted by our farmefs 
who thresh their own grain. It will thresh and 
clean tnm ISO to 900 bushels in a day, doing the 
work thwooi^y, delivenng the grain the bags. 
The woritnanship appears to be every way 
well executed. I allude to these machines be- 
cause there has been considerable inquiry for 
them during the present season.

The Absurdity or Qcaeaktines. — Our 
telegnphic despatches announce that the New 
Totk Bmi4 «C HmIA, on the 14th iastmot, 
I ivfiiruif vands lr«B Bal- 
MidPNtMBMth t» pMfom ^a araattoe 
vnOl fhe 1st of Wo whir. It ii diCeult to 
credit the fact ttiat any intdUfuaC pMpb can 
support or submit to such a reUc of the dark 
ages as th'i>. Not very long ago, a friend of 
our5 prepared an article favoring quarantines, 
at least as an experiment, and it was published 
in our paper, but undaubtedly the experiment 
had lonjj atro been tried sufficiently. 

Yellow fever never was imported into any 
place under the sun; it is always the production 
«f the locality in which it occun. Contagion- 
Mi wd tteM intereflted in qoarantiiM salaries 
CM, fai ■eaparttawM, alwmys Aow, upoD the 
^ppaataao af yallMr ftvcr u idtjythata ves- 
m1 hM jut CMS iito Mi pott frM* M«e infected 
place, but tut is DO fMt te tha artahKsli— nt 
tt qaaranti— absurdities. A test of this auty be 
aeen in the truth, that, if vessels loaded with 
cases of yellow fever were to go daily into 
ports where no local cause could be found, there 
VBOuld not be on' case of yeilow fever i-i that port 
except anion; Ike imported peo})le. There is no 
season, when yellow fever prevails in New Or- 
leans, that cases of the disease in its most fa- 
tal forms arc not brought to Louisville, and peo- 
ple here do not any more attempt to shun such 
cases, under the absurd fear of contagion, than 
titey do to diuo contact with the cases of chilis 
and fever, head-ache, or aay kin dred disease. 
Thsrshava beenoear t w enty violent eaaes of 
ysUsw fevar hen this asaaen, landed fiom New 
Orleans boats, and they ware taken mto our bo- 
telsand naried without the least evil to any res- 
ident of this city. Acd such has been the an- 
nual experience of LfOuisville for more than for- 
ty yars. Am! the same result, ii. tlie saiiie cir- 
ciiDTiS^ancet, will always occur in an}- part of 
the world. 

But let us admit that yellow fevpr is conta- 
giot;--, and we shall see that the New York quar- 
antine is as absurd as an eld wife's fable, and 
really resembles Sidney Smith's Dame Parting- 
ton in her atten^ts to sweep the surging tides of 
the Atlantic beach with her brooms and mops. 
The quarantine rsgalataens at New York coerce 
all vessds from Baltiaaore, Portsmouth, and 
Norfelk not to p«8s beyond Staten Island to- 
ward New Teric city nntil the 1st of November, 
bat they stake no attempt to arrest the land in- 
tercourse between those cities and the city of 
New York. Xot diic indiv i.iuul who ijoes by 
water to New Yivk from P. rtsoioulh or Balti- 
more is permitted to enter the port of New York, 
but thousands may do it by railway! What can 
S!;r(iass iLe idiocy of atten}pfiri<; quaranti.ies on 
water that cannot be enforced on land? If trav- 
elers or goods cati carry yellow fever by water 
from Norfolk, Portsmouth, or Baltiaore to New- 
York, the same persons and goods can do it by 
land. We venture the assertion, that^ for each 
person who fees frosa the infected cities by wa- 
ter to New Toifc^ forty go by knd. Yet the 
New York Board of Bealth attmpt to curb the 
little evil, wliile they let the monster one run at 
large! These things are humiliating. It is 
shameful, that, in this age of light, of science, 
of reason, and of experience, the N:w York 
Boani of Health has not one grain of common 
sen^e beyond that recorded by Hecker in his 
hi;ioi y of t;ie epidemics of the fifteenth century, 
as exhibited by the Italian cities during the pro- 
gress of Black Death and Sweating Sickness. 
As the stupidity, superstition, and deplorable 
i|(neranee of IClan and Florence taught in the 
itiaentfe contwy, the New York Board of 
Aalth now tsaeh. All the acenmalatioiM of 
experience and obeervation wliich silence, 
tinae, and the enlarged learning that medical and 
sanitary philosophy have piled up mountain 
high appeal In vain to tiie stupid ignorance and 
interested folly of a quarL';tiue board. That in- 
cubii- is as impervitas to trutli and li^ht as the 
:iether millstoue to a human feeling; and, for 
that matter, a quarantine baard itself is as utter- 
ly devoid of human sympathies as a millstone. 
For its regulations are not only founded upon 
gro-5 i^'iiorance, but they are cruel in the ex- 
treme. They forbid the suffisrer to fly from im- 
pending danger, and alntt the deer In the face of 
his aflictiou, it he cooms by water. Yet there 
is net a hotrt in New York city that does not 
give a cheerful welcome to pajring residents of 
Baltimore, Portsmouth, or Norfolk. 

The New York Boaid of Health might for 
decericy's sake, if for nothing else, be consistent 
in ttieir Ignorance, absurdity, and (juackery. 
Let them at once rescind their foolish ordinance 
of the 14'h, and, like men with at least a small 
allowance of sense, say that, since they cannot 
arrest the land travel from infected places, it is 
sheer folly to attempt to arrest that by water. 

Againj why do they fix upon theflrst of No- 
vember as the tune when the diy ef Baltimore 
a^ Noifok wttk clear np? Imply they are not 
so ignorant of the hhtery of ydlow fever as 
not to know that caaos^f the disease may con- 
tinno fee d e ve l o p e th sise lves for months. Tak e 
ano'orious example from among a multitude. A 
regiment was sent from England to India, and 
the Governor-General ordered it to Pondicherry. 



ciipy the barracks with the hpalihy regiment. 
Now mark the result — the yellow fever contin- 
ued in the Pondicherry regim-^nt. but the liealthy 
soldiers in the barracks, who had not be?n to 
Pondi^eny, norsed the sick, associated with 
the invalid NfisMnt, ate, diaiUc, and slept with 
the PondBcierry soUiscs, and net one ease of 
yellow fevsr occarred in any one of tta soldiers 
who had not been to P«mdicherry! Bat cases 
of a malignant yellow fever continued to occur 
in the Pondicherry regiment for fomr memtka 
after its trai sfer to Nain. And are soch truths 
to be voiceless tonuman intelligence? Are they 
to teach no wisdom to those who undertake to 
govern the social comforts, health, and happi- 
ness of their fellow-man? Can it be that gross, 
absurd, and cruel nuisance of a quarantine 
board is to be the last public curse that is to be 
swept away by the advancing tide of human 
progress? 

It is difficult to write petiently ahovt these 
palpable, these gross errors. If New York is 

correct in her course, every place in the land 
should be closed against Baltimore, Norfolk, 
and Portsmouth, and the victims of p estilence 
suould be penned up in their death-dealing at- 
mosphere. However cruel this might look, it 
would have the merit of consistency and would 
be faithful to quarantine principles. The 
Turkish Pasha, who was sent to enforce quaran- 
tine upon a Turkish town afflicted with the 
plague, made thorough work of the business. 
He surrounded the town with his troops, set the 
place on fire and eonsuBod every living being, 
every artiele of forattare, every particle of 
gooAs, and effectoally stojqied all intercourse 
from within and without the place. If there 
is the shadow of a shade of truth in the founda- 
tion upon which quarantines repose, the Turk- 
ish Pasha was a philosopher. But if not, he 
was an ignorant, sanguinary, sanitary commis- 
sioner, just as his quarantine colleagues are all 
over the world. This Pasha was not guilty of 
the absurdity of attempting to stop one little 
sluice of an imaginary infection, while the 
poison streamed unchecked through hondredS 
of other channels. 



(i^^The London Tunes has a long editorial 
on the much boasted of bombardment of Swea- 
borg. It says the Baltic lieets have accom- 
plished nothing. They have cost the allies ten 
millions apiece, and the utmost damage to Swc;:- 
borg is a million and a half. The Times closes: 
"The worst is, that we have thrown away the 
opportunities of this year just for want of look- 
ing forward and being prepared for the contin- 
gency of success. Next year, doubtless, we 
sh»ll have mortars enough; but the Russians 
will then be prepared for us, and we may not 
be able to go through our pretty but destructive 
dance of gun-boats, just within range, with the 
same success. The truth is, the Russians leain 
faster th^n we do, and will always be just so 
much ahead of us as to set at defiance our im- 
mense superiority of wealth and mechanical 
skill; at least, they will do so till there is rather 
more of the vivada vi» aaimi, which is ever for- 
sef ing and providing for the Attare hi oar eon-

The Theascre Chest of the Atlantic. — 
We are permitted to make the following extract 
from a letter from a gentleman in Canada West 
to a gentleman in this city. It gives an interest- 
ing account of an almost successful attoinpt to 
recover tbe money lost in the steamer Atlantic, 
on Lake Brie, about three years ago: 

Pt. DovtK, Aug. 2(), 1S55. 
You no doubt iiave heard of tlie many 
unsuccessful attempts to obtain the money chest 
lost by the steamer Atlantic three years ago- 
said to contain $60,000. The statute, I believe, 
limits the ownership over property thus lost to 
three years. In this case, the time limited ex- 
pired on the 20th inst.. and Green, the celebra- 
ted sumarine diver, reached here on !he "ilst. in 
the canal boat Schooner Yorkto<vn, Capt. Pat- 
terson, on his way to the wreck, twenty-five 
miles distant. 

They returned yesterday, and, being well ac- 
quaintud with Capt. PaUer.son, I obtained the 
following account from him: About 10 o'clock 
(says Capt. P.), on the 24th, all bei:.g ready. 
Green descended by means of a line, which, 
having a grapple on the end, had become fast to 
sometbing below. He was dressed with three 
pair of flannel drawers, three shirts, also llanne!; 
three pair of woolen pants, ih.-ee ci>ats, and 
tinee i);'.ir of w-oo!cn slockuiu's, Mirmouuted by 
his submarine armor; on iu> 
of stogy shoes, with a lead sole I or g of an inch 
thick, and a belt of 8U pounds of &hot around 
his body, to sink him (and the breast-piece of 
the armor cannot weigh ie^s than ."x! pounds). 
Taking hold of the line, he descpni'cd, fnuiing 
it periectly light, so that he could see all arouial 
him to the depth of sixty feet, when it grew 
dark, and for the balance . this tearful jouriicy 
amid the caverns of ttie deep hb was guided sole- 
ly by the line, until at the depth of about 140 
feet, wh'^n he struck bottom or what tie soon 
made out to be the wheelhouse of the ill-fated 
boat; groping along, he slid on the hurricane 
deck from thence to the guards of the boat; by 
poking around, he discovered the precise iiosi- 
tion of the boat, and fou;id himself not far 
from the sought for oflice, and made fast the 
end of a line which he had carried down with 
him, to a staunchion near the gangway^ and, 
giving the signal, he ascended, carrying with 
hiin a piece of Uie wheel-house which he had 
secured — a piece of which, about 8 inches long, 
4 inches wide, and 1^ inch thick, was sawed otf 
and presented to me by the captain of the York- 
town. He had gone clown, in all, 152 feet, and 
remained just forty minutes. Afcer re-ting, he 
again descended, having first partaken of a hearty 
inaal, withoat removing his dress, save the head- 
piece. His excitement was intense at his great 
success thos far, and when he deeeended the 
second time he was quite hot (the day was in- 
tensely hot). 

Dt-.-ceiidiiig by his scfoiid line he soon stood 
on the deck; feeling his way along, he soon 
reached the *<third'' window, which, being un- 
broken, he shattered it, and, reaching in his 
hand, ac last laid it upon the much coveted safe, 
just in the position which it had been described 
to him. Not being able to reacli far enough to 
make this line fast, he attain asce-:ded tor a 
hook to hook through the handles; reaching the 
deck, he made known {lis success and require- 
ment, and, as no hook was ready, sat down un- 
til one could be secured to a li :e. As they 
were about ready, he rolled over, saying he 
was sick. They stripped hirn, and did 
all in their power for him, but were fina^y 
obliged to buoy the lines, and make sail for this 
place, for medical attendance. They reached 
here at noon yesterday, and two physicians 
were immpdiately called, who expressed there 
opinion that he could not live; however, they 
labored faithfully with him, and at night pro- 
nounced him better, and this morning, although 
not out of 'danger, it is thought he will live, and 
is in a fair way for a speedy recovery. He 
says if iiis life is spared he will yet be the own- 
er of that chest. He will no doubt be more 
cautious in future now he makes a dive when he 
is warm, and on a full stomach. His first excla- 
mation on his second ssrensjon was, **I teowh- 
ed the gold." 

The Peach Crop. — Yest rday was the largest 
business liay in the peach trade this sea«on, and 
is not likely to be exceeded. The lumber of 
baskets received was between 40,000 and 50^000; 
all from New Jersey. Ibis is almost double 
the quantity received any day last year; but two 
years ago the business was larger, as the ar 
rivals of fruit in a single day amounted to about 
60 000 baskets. The quality of this year's fruit 
is very it ferior, and the avstagO prices are low, 
being not far from 50 cents per iMsket, though 
they range all the way from 18 cents to 92 a 
basket. Poor fruit is very cheap on account of 
its abundaiic", and good fruit is v»rydearon 
account of scarcity. Tlie peach tree in New 
Jersey is considered as gradually deteriorating 
from year to year, with occasional exceptions. 
The dealers here are sending otT enormous quan- 
tities to Western New Vork.— iV: Y. Jtmr. Otm.

BATTLE OF THE TCHERNATA. 

Camp of the Mlied Armiet on the Tdiernaya 
16. — The Tchernaya, coming out at ilie 
tower of Karlovka from ttie narrow gorge in 
which it runs after leaving the valley of Bdidar, 
flows between a successiou of hillocks on both 
sides. Tbef^e hillocks form the basis of the po- 
sition of the allied armies. On the extreme 
right, betfiii-.ii ;r w here the Tcheinaja comes 
out of the toiiip down to the little mountain 
•treams whicii lall into the Tchernaya from the 
south, are the Turks They occupy two hil- 
Icrk^. and be'ween them are two roads which 
lr:id f rom the Higrher Tchorjfoun and the tower 
of Karlovka itito the Woron/off road. Th 
Sardinian position It^ar.s to the right on the little 
monntam stream which limits the Turkish posi- 
tion to the left. They oceapy Um iMxgo soli- 
tary standing hillock which used to be held by 
the Cossacks, and which extends down to Uif 
open groiMid over which the road from B ihik- 
lava to Tchor^oun leads. This hillock has been 
lately considerably strengthened and proviiiod 
with' batteries, and, as it has a very commanding 
pesitMii, wu of the utaoat iaipontnee is the 
defense of the Tchernaya line. In front of this 
hillock, and divided from it by the aqueduct 
which begins there, is another smaller but 
equally steep hillock, accessible from the first 
by a stone bridg>>, and on tiii- iiiilocic the Sardi- 
nians had a small cy)uu>er/icn<, guarded by a de- 
tachment of infantry. Beyond l>oth these hil- 
lock*, on the other side of the Tchernaya, they 
had moreover on the hillock nearest to the 
Mackenzie road their outposts, which could 
thus watch the movements of the enemy and 
'.live timely alarm in case of an attack. The 
French occupy the last series of hillocks to the 
left of the Sardinians, and guard the road which 
leads from Bataklava over the Traktir brid£:e, 
up to Mackenzie's farm. The hillocks occu- 
pied by them are ihree in nuniber; the first, to 
the left, is protected by tlie basin which the 
aqueduct forms here, and is separated by anoth- 
er open ground, similar to that on the right of 
t!,e French position, from the ridge on which 
the army of observation was during the winter. 
In front of ihe bri.i^e the French had construc- 
ted a sinai'i (jmuleincnt to guard the passage 
of the river, beyond which they };ad tiieir out- 
posts. 

The first movement of the Russians was 
against the outposts of the Sardinians on the op- 
posite bank of the river. Corresponding to the 
hillocks on this side of the Tchernaya are three 
plateaux on the opposite bank. Ihese w< re 
chosen for the leit of the Russian position 
against the Turks an i the Sardinians. The pi a- 
tf^ux w re, theretore, to be the first secured, 
I or the guns could command not only the hil- 
locks o})posite occupied by the Sardinians and 
Turks, but lik'^wise the plain which opens to- 
w.u ds tiie French posiiion. A company of In* 
fantry of the line, and a co.mpany of Bersag- 
lieri formed the Sardinian outposts. These 
were attacked at dawn by the Russians. As 
the troops were, not yet under arms, it was ne- 
cessary to hold this position for a while, and 
General De La Marmora sent over Major Gov- 
our, of the Etat-. Major, with a company of th*^ 
Bersagiieri, to reinforce the two companies al- 
ready there. They cro=sod the aqweiiuct ana 
the river, and went up the plateaux; but when 
they arrived at the crest of it, the two compa- 
nies had just left the epaulement behind which 
they had defeiuied thcm^elves gallantly against 
the overwhelinini; numbers of the ei.emy, but 
which had become untenable, as it was swept by 
the guns which the Russians had brought up on 
the two other plateaux, and besides was exposed 
to be taken in the rear. So the troops retired 
in good order across the river, and went to rein- 
force the post which ocrujiied the second hillo( k 
on the banks of the aq'»' i; k-;. in tlip meantime 
the cannonade on both sides had begun. The 
Russians left us not long in dmibt, whm Oiey 
would attack; for, scarcely had the cannonade 
begun, when three compact masses of infantry 
were seen advanciiig towardb the plain opposite 
to the Fiencli position. The points chosen 
were the bridge and the hillock to the right. — 
The masses, wh^ in the morning's sun looked 
like glittering iHes, protected by th* ir« of 
their artillery, ^^ed in excellent order down 
to the river sid^Bbtwilhstanding the heavy fire 
of artillery which greeted them in front fioci 
the French, and in flank from the Sardinians.— 
At tiie river the first column detached itself from 
the rest, and dividing into two columns crossed 
the river, which is now nearly everywhere easi- 
ly fordabie. Men carrying moverable wooden 
bridges preceded, but in the fiist rush the Rus- 
sians, without waiting for bridges, went over 
wherever they could, and dispersing like a 
swarm of bees, rushed forward in columns, 
some againstthe bridge, the others against the 
hilloek on the right. 

Before the troops were properly under arms 
♦he Rusians were at the bridge and at the foot 
II the hillock. Tin- 20ch leger and the 2nd bat- 
ttliien of Zouaves had to stand the first shocks 
at.d they certai',!y stood it gallantly. The 
ruth of the Russians was splendid. Without 
leabc tbatr time in firinf they advanced with an 
elM acMKtij ever seen in Russian troops. But 
their arder tras soon broken. They could not 
carry tlMirp^t, and were after a short trial, re- 
pulsed on the bridge and on the hillock. The 
acqueduct which supplies the Turks and which 
runs close to the foot of the hillock, lorm .-d the 
chM deienee of the French. About 9 or 10 
feet wide and several feet deep, it skirts the 
«*|>>>P hills so close, that it is nearly in all places 

.; ported by a high embankment, offering con- 
i^itlerable difficulties for an advancing force, and 
exposing :t as soon as it reaches the top of it, to 
the musketry fire from the heights. Notwith- 
standing this dilEeiilty, the Rousinns crossed it 
on the right and were beginning to scale the 
heiifhts, when taken in flank by the Sardinian 
batteries, which fired with admirable precision, 
th-^y were swe7.t down wholesale, and rolled in- 
to tht- acqueduct below. 

The first rush did not last more than ten min- 
utes. The Russians fell back bnt they had 
scarcely gone a few hundred yards when they 
were met by the second column, which was ad- 
vancing a pat du charge to support the first, and 
both united and again rushed forward. This 
.^-pcond attempt was more succcssfiil than the 
first. At the bridge they forded the river on the 
rieht and kflL mm fateed the defenders of it to 
fall back. Scarce was the bridge free when 
two guns of the 5tfa Light Brigade of Artillery 
crosMd it and took up a position on the opposite 
side, in an open space which divides two of the 
t.i'.orks. ai,d through which the road leads to 
the plain of fialaclava. While these two guns 
passed the bridge a third crossed the river by a 
ford, and all three began to sweep the road and 
the heights. The infantry in the meantime, 
without waiting for the portable bridges, which 
had moreover been thrown away in great part 
during the advance, rushed breast deep into the 
water, climbed up the embankment, and began 
to scale the heigb^ on both sides. They auc- 
cee«led on this point in getting up more than one 
half of the ascent, where the dead and wounded 
afterwars showed clearly the mark which they 
had reached; but by the time they had arrived 
there the French were fully prepared and met 
them in the most gallant style. Notwithstand- 
Ih* muikm and the psrseeswie «< <he 



and driven after an obstinate resistance across 
the bridge, carrying away their guns. 

While this attack took place on the bridge 
the other column again attacked the French 
right. This time they came on in such a swarm 
that they were neither kept back by the aque- 
duct nor cowed by the Sardinian guns, which 
were piowing long lanes through their scattered 
lines. Their furioos rush brought the advanc- 
ing column in an incredibly short time to the 
crest of (he I'illock, where it stonppd to form 
But the Frei.ch had not been idle daring tiie 
time that the Ku.^sians were ascending tlie hiil. 
The Zouaves had only fallen bark from tii** side 
of thehillcck to the main body, which had been 
drawn ap behind the top. Scarcely did the col- 
umn of the enemy show its head, when th- guns 
opened on it with grape, and a murderous fire 
was poured down upon it by the French infant- 
ry". This immediately stopped tlif- advance of 
the colninn, which bngan to waver, but ihc iiii- 
petus fiom those behind was so poweriul that 
the head of it, notwithstanding the unexpected 
reception, was pusheit forward a few yards more, 
whf^n the French, giving one miuhtj' cheer, 
rushed upon tiie cdvanciug enemy, w' o, shaken 
already, immediately turned round and ran 
(fown, it' possible, faster than they had come up. 
But the mass was so great that all the hurry 
could not save them, and more than 200 priso- 
ners were taken on the spot, while the hillside, 
the banks of the aqueduct, the aqueduct itself, 
and the riverside were filled wi?li dead and 
wounded. The Sardinian and French artillery 
poured, moreover, a murderous cross-fire into 
t*:e scattered remains of the column, of which 
scarcely a shot missed. It was a complete 
route. The French rushed down the hillside 
and drove tnem far across the plainr This de- 
feat seems to have so completely cowed tiiein 
that nothing more was attempted against this 
side. Not so on the bride. 

Notwithstanding the heavy lo9S suffered by 
the second attack, the Russians concentrated 
o.ice more all thtir forces, colh clcd the scat 
tered rfinains of the column which had been 
routed on the right of the Fre.ucli position, and 
brought up all their reserves to attempt one more 
attack. They again crossed the river and the 
acqueduct too, and tried to take the heights, 
but in vain. The French were now thoroughly 
prepared, and the tenacity of the Russians serv- 
ed only to augment their losses. They were 
soon Keen flying in all direetioDiy followed by 
the French. 

This last attack was decisive, and immediate- 
ly the usual Russian preparation for retreat, 
namely — the advance of the artillery— showvd 
clearly that the Russians acknowledged them- 
selves defeated, and were on the point of retir- 
ing. Throi! batteries, each of twelve guns, 
which, during the greatest part of the attack, 
had been nearly silent, began (b open their fire, 
while the scattered remains of the infantry col- 
umns rallied behind a rising gnmad leading up 
toward the plateau <tf Akyer, or Maekmixie's 
height. 

The Sardinians o^cii; now to move across the 
acqueduct. The Rus:,ian rillemen. alter the last 
defeat on the right, had retired behind the banks 
of the Tchernaya, whence they kepe up a brisk 
but ineffective fire. A battalion of Piedmontese. 
preceded by a company of Bersagiieri, advanced 
in beautiful order, as if on parade, and soon 
drove these riflemen from their position. It 
even advanced some way toward the plateaux, 
but, as it was no*; intended to force the heights, 
it contented itself, supported by other troops, 
with following ♦he enemy, who was ^eady in 
full retreat. 

The guns which the Russians had bronglit up 
to cover their retreat suffered so much by the 
fire from our side, which was increased by 
Capt. Mowbray's battery opening upon theiii 
from the open ground between the Sardiidan and 
the French positions, that they made off in a 
hurry. Scarcely a shot was thrown away, and 
so admirable was the practice, that all the shot 
fell at or close to the gun«, which we could 
plainly distinguish, as a slight breeze carrying 
off the smoke left a beautiful view over the 
whole battle-field. But the Russian guns re- 
turned only for a moment under cover, and soon 
.ifter you could see a brilliant line of cavalry 
debouching from the rising ground, where it 
had been hitherto hidden. I could distinguish 
five regiments — ^threein one line, and two other 
regiment on flie flanks in sec nd line. They 
advanced at a gallop, and, wheeling round, al- 
lowed twelve guns to pass, which again opened 
their fire, but only for a s!ioit time. an. I at half-' 
past nine or ten ten o'clock the dust of the 
Mackenzie r tad and the black lines moving off 
were the only traces which remained of the so 
long threatened attack of the Russians. 

Everybody now rushed to the battle-field, 
and one look was sufficient to convince them 
that the Allies had won a real battle on the 
Tchernaya. Although not quite so obstiiiate 
an i sai -UKiary as the battle of inkermaiin, 
which this alFdir resembled in many points, it 
was a pitched battle. The Russians in the bat- 
tle of Inkermann, gave up manoeuvring, and 
confided entirely in the valor of their troops. 
The essential difference was in the manner of 
fighting. At the battle of Inkermann the great 
mass of the Russians fell under the file firing 
and the bayonets of the infantry, while on the 
Tchernaya it was the guns whidi did the great- 
est execution. Most of the wounded and dead 
showed frightful traces of ronndshot. grape, 
shell, and canister, so that as a battle-field one 
could scarcely imagine anythint: more terrible. 
Nearly all the wounds were on the legs and the 
head. On the banks of the aqueduct, particu- 
larly, the sight was appalling; the Russians 
when scaling the embankment of the aqueduct 
were taken in flank by the Sardinian batteries, 
and the dead and wounded rolled down the em- 
bankment, sometimes more than 20 feet in 
height. 

The Russian report admits great losses and 
three Generals killed. It attribates the loss to 
the too great impetuosity of the right columns 
of attack. The Russian troops engaged had 
just arrived in the Crimea. 

Gen. Gortschakoff commanded in person from 
the Mackenzie heights. The Grand Duke Con- 
stantine was not present, althought it was stated 
that he was. 

The condition of tiie RoMimn deads showed 
that they had been subjected to a long march, 
and bad suffered considerable hardship, which 
partly con irns Napolean's recent statement that 
to his kmm i tim mwmin um e m t m are ihnns- 
ted. 

Gen. Pelissier issued a grandiloquent order an- 
nouncing the victory, but his account does not 

find favor in Paris. They say that he did not 
make the most of his victory, nor pr^MI* a eof- 

ficient force to crush the attack. ; 

Letter of the Emperor to General Pelissier. 
The Moniteur of August 26th, contains the fol- 
lowing: 

General: Hie fresh victory gained at the 
Tchernaya proves for the third time since the 
commencement of &e war,' the superiority of 
the allied armies over the enemy in the open 
lield; but if it does honor to the courage of the 
troops, it evidences no less the good arrange- 
ments you had made. 

Address my cougratataitions to the army, and 
receive them also yourself. Tell your brave 
soldiers, who for more than a year have en- 
dured unheard-of fatigues, that the term of their 
trials is not far distant. Sebastopol, I hope, 

I will soon fall beneath their blows, and, were the 
•svatMwa^a^ the Rossian army— I know 
It tfwot^i^ ImImmIIm ^at appears positive- 



would no longer be able, during the winter, to 
maintain the contest in the Crimea. Thii glory 
acquired in the East has moved your compan- 
ions in arms here in France; all burn to have a 
part in your dangers; accordingly, with the two- 
fo.d object of responding to their noble tlesire 
and of procuring some repose for those who 
have achieved so much, I have given such or- 
ders to tiie minister of h ar that all the regiments 
remaining in France may proceed m due suc- 
cession to relieve in the East others which 
will return. 

You know, Gsneral, how afflicted I have been 
at being detained away from tha*; army, which 
has again added to the fame of our eagles; but at 
this moment my r^ets diminish, since vou en- 
able me to perceive the speedy and decisive 
success destined to crown so many heroic ef- 
f rts.

Paris, Aug. 25. — A letter from an officer of 
the French army before Sebastopol statee, that, 
up to the 11th, reinforcements of French to the 
amount of 35,000 had arrived. He says: 

"Affairs are ad/ancing rapidly and vigorous- 
ly. We are exj)ecting from day to i'.;iy the or- 
der to strike a stunning blow. The uioment 
that order is given, and every one feels it to be 
at hand, all our sufferings and privations ar^ 
forgot*4:n. The spirits of the men are excel- 
lent." 

The Allies have placed 150 new mortars in 

position before Sebastopol. The Russians have 
doubled the garrison or that })lace, and are pre- 
paring for a desperate defence. The Allies ex- 
pect the most favorable result froa the bom- 
bardment. 

.i«.a.— Marseilles, Aug. 21.— The Alexandre 
has just arrived, having left Constantino{)le on 

the 16th. She brings to France 1100 sick or 
wounded soluinrs of the army of the East. 

Accounts from Trebizond of the 7th confirm 
the news of the Russians being at only three 
hours' march from Erzeroum. The English 
Consul at that place has removed all the archives 
of his office to Trebizond. Letters from £ars 
of the 2^tli of July state that, notwitiistanding 
the approach of the Russian arlny, the spirit of 
the troops was excellent. 

An attack by General Mourawieff on Erze- 
roum apj)ears inevitable. The fortifications of 
that place are incomplete. The Sultan has at 
length consented to the departure of Omar Pa- 
sha for Asia, subject, however, to the assent of 
the allied Generals. 

Gen. Simpsoirs mail dispatch of the ISth 
sa}s: 

'•Gen. Pelissier having announced to me that 
the batteries against the Malakhoff and adjacent 
works were prepared to ojien fire, it should be 
commenced yesterday morning agasnst these 
works and the Redan. This was continued 
throughout the day, and the efl'ect pro iuced was 
as much as was anticipated. The Russian fire, 
which at first answered briskly became by eve- 
ning feeble. 

In the afternoon, shells from our mortars ig- 
nited, and a number of them exploded in one of 
the enemy's batteries, doing apparency much 
damage. British loss 138." 

Gen. Gortschakoff on the niglit of the 27th 
telegraphs: Affairs are unchanged, ;but the fire 
of ttie alUes is occasionally very strong.
